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MACHINISTS GIVE THEIR B8IDE

Officlal Statement lssued by Men on
8trike Through Press Commitiee.
The 86trikers Bhow What South-
ern's Proposition Mean.

Knoxvite, Tenn., Oot. & .—At
moon Wednesday 900 men quit work
at the Coster shops of the Southern
ralkway in this city.

They walked out lenving one man
in each shop to look after the tools.
Wednesday morning when & passen-
gor train ‘from Cincinnati stopped at
Coster, seven machinists and 12 ma-
ghinists’ helpers, all strike breakers,
left the train and went to the shops.
A ocommittee of shopmen subsegquent-
ly walted upon Superintendent of Mo-
tive Power J. B. Machael and In-
quired M these men were to be put

to work In the shops. Mr. Michael
replied In the afiirmative. The su-
perintendent’'s answer spread very

quickiy, and when the strike-break-
era: entered the machine shops just
before noon, the 900 employes left
their work and came to the eity.

N» demonstration accompanled this
suspension of work. Reprepentatives
of the shopmen state that the walk-
out is on account of the general sym-
pathatic viawa entortained. for the ma-
chinists who are 'on ‘strike. Southern
railway offitials thave made no state-
ment as to what wlll be donw.

The bollermakera worklng at the
Southern shope have declared against
a walkout, at least for the present.

At s meeting of the local organ-
ization over which its chief execu-
tive, 1.. L. Householder, presided,
tihe situntion locally was given a full
and free discussion and ended in a
declaration that the bollermakers were
satiafled, st least for the present.

The Atlanta machindste, at a meet-
ing held Wednesday, issued an ad-
dress In which they gave to the pub-
lle thelr side of the gquestion. In
that address given out by the press
committee It is stated:

-""I'he Bputhyrn rallway would leave.
the general public under the Impres-
slon that the company offered In their
proposition to the machinists a fiat
proposition of 1 cent In all the shops
on thelr system. The fact I8 that
fthe machinists would gladly accept a
fiat proposition of 114 cents, nnd sub-
mit the balanee to arbitration.

PFrom there the ves-
sel was to proceed at once to Mlisuto
Inlet, Prince Albertland, where win-
ter quarters would be established.

The letters say that on July 8 the
schooner had & narrow escape from
going nshore In Behring Stralts dur-
ing a heavy fog.

A non-union man who at-
tempted to take one of the electric
vehicles from the garage was shol on
by the crowd of strikers and dragged
from his seat. He was being roughly
handled, when he drew a revolver
and fired into the ecrowd. NO one
was hit. A big force of policemen,
who had been summoned when the
trouble began, arrived just after the
shot was fired. They charged the
crowd and made two arvesis.
